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TRICKSTER Air, a private airline company, is set to 
commence flights covering routes between Colombia, 
Venezuela, and also including Aruba, Sint Maarten, Bonaire, 
and Curaçao on these routes in December next year. 


A meeting took place in Birmingham, United Kingdom, on 
September 7th, between Michael Williams (PP), Austrian 
entrepreneur, millionaire, and music producer Trickster V. 
Delveir (Managing Director of a leading chemical equip- 
ment production company), O. Hoadley, CEO of Levine 
Industries Ltd, and K. Khera, logistics specialists for the 
UK and Europe. 


As a result, the decision was made to start the operations 
of a private commercial airline, Trickster Air, on the routes 
connecting Colombia, Venezuela, and serving Aruba, Sint 
Maarten, Bonaire, and Curacao. 


With the inaugural flights commencing before Christmas, 
the airline will bring 10,000 kilograms of fresh produce 
from these countries to Aruba every day. They will sell 
these products directly to citizens and warehouses. 


This new method of delivering products directly to the 
public will help avoid paying artificially high prices, which, 
according to Williams and Trickster, could save at least 
15%. 


Trickster representatives have spent several weeks in 
Aruba, Venezuela, and Colombia in the last 12 months, and 
they said: “We’ve had to pay 10 euros for a chicken, 8 euros 
for some old sweet potatoes, and 4 euros for wilted lettuce 
at large stores. For this reason, we will produce these prod- 
ucts ourselves and import them.” The CEO added, “I don’t 
want the situation to persist where the current market takes 
advantage of hardworking individuals who earn no more 
than 850 euros a month. Starting in December, things will 
be different.” 


The airline and the company will use Boeing 737 aircraft, 
and in the future, they plan to transport passengers as 
well. “Our current priority is food and products, and when 
that is successful, we will continue to study the market,” 
said V. Delveir. 
Williams said, “This is the first step in the right direction, 
and indeed a significant step towards a new future for 
Aruba.” 


Trickster has acquired a 500-hectare plot of land in 
Colombia, where they successfully cultivate various types 
of vegetables, fruits, raise livestock, and other products 
for export to the Caribbean islands. They have the infra- 
structure, and now with an airline, they can better serve 
the Aruba market.”

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TWO years behind bars, one on proba- 
tion, and three years under reintegra- 
tion supervision. Last Friday, the First 
Instance Court addressed the criminal 
case against the “young man” with the 
initials C.G., who is now 18 years old 
but committed a serious violation of 
the law when he was just 17 years old. 


Before Judge, it came to light that this 
underage individual, on the night of 
January 22nd to 23rd, 2023, decided 
to embark on a nighttime adventure. 
He visited a club and, in the early hours 
of the morning, chose to accompany 
some friends to the entrance of the 
abandoned refinery in San Nicolas. 


There, an incident occurred where 
this young man drew a firearm and 
fired a total of six shots at a Nissan 
March car, puncturing the vehicle but, 
luckily, causing no harm or casualties 
to anyone inside. 


Before the court, he stated that shortly 
before he fired, another Nissan March 
had passed by, and they had fired two 
shots into the air. When the other car 
passed, and someone shouted some- 
thing, he reacted immediately, drew 
his firearm, and fired six shots at the 
car. Despite there being more people 
present at the scene during the inci- 
dent, video recordings revealed that 
the young C. was the one who fired the 
six shots. Authorities even confirmed 
that one of the bullets found in the 
car matched a casing found where the 
young man had fired the shots. 


The prosecutor representing the Public 
Ministry argued that this was a serious 
offense, as there was a possibility that 
his actions could have injured or killed 


someone during a reckless reaction 
towards people who were not involved 
in the earlier shooting incident. It was 
also pointed out that the accused 
denied firing the shots to scare people 
but rather to harm or kill, which he had 
denied during the case’s proceedings. 


The evidence presented by the prose- 
cutor was compelling, including clear 
video footage indicating that this 
young man was the shooter. The prose- 
cutor demanded a severe punishment, 
considering that, in cases involving 
minors, a maximum penalty of four 
years in prison could be imposed if a 
death had occurred. 


In his defense, Attorney Zara argued 
that what the prosecutor demanded of 
the young man was excessively harsh 
and that imprisoning such a young 
person would not be beneficial. Instead, 
a combination of a lengthy probation 
period and reintegration supervision 
would be more appropriate. 


Judge Hues concluded the case and 


immediately moved on to deliver the 
verdict, confirming that the evidence 
presented by the Public Ministry was 
concrete and clear, substantiating the 
charges against the accused. 


The possession of a firearm by young 
individuals has become a serious 
concern, and two things can happen 
in cases like this: they may find them- 
selves in serious legal trouble, or the 
worst-case scenario, they can threaten 
or even take someone’s life. 


According to Judge Hues, every- 
thing indicates that the accused did 
not fully comprehend the serious- 
ness of his actions. Still, the court took 
into account not only his status as a 
minor but also that this was C.G.’s first 
encounter with the legal system. 
In the end, Judge Hues imposed a 
three-year prison sentence, with one 
year being conditional and a proba- 
tionary period of three years. During 
this period, the accused must place 
himself under reintegration supervi- 
sion.

Minor Sentenced to Three Years 
for Nighttime Shooting Incident

skills to be able to assist both students and teachers in this 
field.

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TWENTY two years have passed since the horrifying 
events of September 11, 2001, etched an indelible scar on 
the collective memory of Americans. The day when nearly 
3,000 lives were lost in New York City, Washington, D.C., and 
Shanksville, Pennsylvania, forever changed the nation. This 
somber anniversary offers an opportunity to reflect on how 
those traumatic hours and their aftermath have shaped the 
United States, from the initial shock to the enduring legacy. 


The immediate aftermath of 9/11 saw a nation united in 
sorrow and patriotism. Americans, shaken to their core, 
rallied together as they grappled with shock, sadness, fear, 
and anger. A significant majority of the population couldn’t 
tear their eyes away from the television screens, absorbing 
the powerful images of death and destruction. Even as the 
psychological stress began to ease, feelings of anger and 
vulnerability remained high. 


Fear was widespread, particularly in major cities like New 
York and Washington, where concerns over another attack 
loomed large.

Remembering 9/11 
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IN a dramatic showdown, Dutch police employed water 
cannon to disperse over 10,000 climate activists who gath- 
ered along the A12 highway, marching towards The Hague 
to demand an end to government subsidies for the fossil fuel 
industry. Organized by Extinction Rebellion and supported 
by Greenpeace and other groups, the protesters are deter- 
mined to continue their demonstrations until the Netherlands 
ceases to allocate public funds to support oil and gas. 


The police’s swift action resulted in the detention of 2,400 
protesters, including minors, without reports of injuries. 
Chanting slogans like “The seas are rising and so are we,” the 
diverse crowd, spanning generations, voiced their concerns 
about the consequences of climate change. 
A recent report revealing 37.5 billion euros in subsidies in the 
Netherlands, particularly related to the shipping industry, 
has intensified calls for an immediate end to this practice. 
The activists, who broke through a police barrier to block 
the main road, vowed to remain until their demands are met 
and threatened to return daily if forcibly removed. 


Despite its reputation for renewable energy and progres- 
sive climate policies, the Netherlands faces mounting pres- 
sure to sever ties with fossil fuels. While Minister for Climate 
and Energy Rob Jetten acknowledged the need to termi- 
nate subsidies, a definitive timeline remains elusive. As the 
protests continue, the Dutch government finds itself at a 
crossroads, torn between its green image and the urgent 
demands for change from its environmentally conscious 
citizens. 


The clash between climate activists and authorities under- 
scores the growing global urgency to address climate issues. 
As the world grapples with an “unprecedented climate emer- 
gency,” as stated by Brazilian President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva at the G20 summit, the Netherlands and other nations 
are compelled to make swift decisions on their commitment 
to fossil fuel subsidies and climate action. The upcoming 
protests are expected to maintain the pressure on the Dutch 
government to align its actions with its climate-conscious 
reputation. 


Dutch Police Deploy Water 
Cannon as Climate Activists

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IN a much-anticipated announce- 
ment, 49-year-old Pieter Omtzigt has 
unveiled his new political venture, the 
“Nieuw Sociaal Contract” party, aiming 
to bring a wave of change to Dutch 
politics. While the party’s program 
remains undeclared, it appears poised 
to take on a socio-conservative stance, 
drawing comparisons to a potential 
“CDA 2.0.” 


Omtzigt’s entry into the political 
arena has the potential to reshape 
the landscape significantly, with polls 
projecting between 30 and 40 seats 
for his party. However, Omtzigt is clear 
about one thing: he desires growth but 
not necessarily immediate dominance. 
Recognizing the challenge of swiftly 
establishing a new party, Omtzigt 
articulates 
a 
nuanced 
approach, 
stating, “You want to become as signif- 
icant as possible, but not as quickly as 
possible.” 


The specific strategy for achieving this 
“moderate growth” remains undis- 
closed. Omtzigt has been tight-lipped 
regarding his approach. Several possi- 
bilities emerge, including the option to 
limit participation to specific regions 
during the November 22nd elections, 
effectively excluding voters nation- 
wide. Alternatively, Omtzigt might opt 
for a compact candidate list, potentially 
securing a limited number of seats in 
the Tweede Kamer. 


However, this strategy carries inherent 
risks, warns political scientist Simon 
Otjes of Leiden University. “Responsible 
growth is an almost impossible task,” 
Otjes emphasizes, highlighting the 
challenges Omtzigt faces. 
Limiting voters to select districts could 
lead to confusion among the elec- 
torate, potentially hindering the party’s 
growth. 


Moreover, Otjes suggests that if Omtzigt 
fields, for example, 30 candidates 
for the Tweede Kamer and the party 
secures 40 seats, this could create a 
complex situation. The additional ten 
seats would be distributed as residual 
mandates to other parties, potentially 
raising questions about voter accep- 
tance. 


With time ticking away, Omtzigt’s 
immediate challenge lies in recruiting 
suitable candidates for his electoral 
list. Notable figures already associ- 
ated with his party include Nicolien 
van Vroonhoven as spokesperson, Hein 
Pieper as party chairman, and former 
Overijssel deputy Eddy van Hijum as the 
program’s author. As more members of 
CDA and even the BoerBurgerBeweging 
consider making the leap, Omtzigt must 
carefully select candidates aligned with 
his party’s principles—a daunting task 


in the months ahead. 


Omtzigt’s promises of innovation and 
a new style of governance are at the 
core of his political agenda, addressing 
themes like livelihood security and 
governance culture. He has long cham- 
pioned issues such as household finan- 
cial 
vulnerability 
and 
government 
structure—a commitment that spans 
his two decades in the Tweede Kamer. 


While his party is expected to appeal 
to center-left voters on matters of live- 
lihood security, Omtzigt’s conservative 
stance on immigration aligns him with 
the PVV and BBB, potentially creating 
competition in that sphere.

HURRICANE Lee, a formidable force in the tropical Atlantic, 
has captured the attention of Atlantic Canada.

Margot’s trajectory and 
strength will reverberate through the high-pressure ridge 
over the northwest Atlantic, in turn affecting Hurricane Lee’s 
course.
